The Turkish government has not made 


in official statement regarding the part 
token by the authorities of Bitlis, although 
in official note has been issued denying 
that Knapp was imprisoned at Diarbekir, 
nating that there is no intention to expel 
•o long as the laws are complied with. 


The friends of the missionaries consider

and means of Congress the North Adams 
board of trade considered the question of 
reciprocity Friday evening at a meeting 
in the board of trade rooms. President 
Wilkinson presided and opened the meet- 
ing by reading the resolution1! given be- 
low, which were fnesented by Col. F. S. 
Richardson. C. VV. Dennett delivered a 
very able addrets on the sabjcct before 
the meeting, presenting the origin, J'ea- 
turcs and workings of reciprocity in a re- 
markably clear, concise and interesting 
manner. We give the fcddr«si iu full be- 
low with the exception of sjinc exti-.<i')ii 
read from the Congressional Kecord. 


Mr, Dennett was followed by Col. Rich- 


ardson, who, while not making a formal 
address presented bouie valuable facts and 
statistics concerning 
reciprocity, than 


which there could have been nothing 
more fitting for illustrations of Mr. Den- 
nett's statements. Among other things 
he read the historic letter of Secretary 
Elaine on reciprocity. 


The following resolutions were unani- 


mously adopted, with the suggestion that 
when forwarded to Washington in the 
letter accompanying them mention should 
be made of the fact that they carne from 
a section which is peculiarly representa- 
tive of an unusual variety of manufacU'r. 
ing industies which, to a marked degree 
are here inthrwoven with inportant agri- 
cultural Interests. The resolutions wire 
as follows: 


WHEREAS: During the period that re- 


ciprocity was practiced in this country 
we enjoyed not only the most marvelous 
prosperity that ever came to any country, 
but our relations with other countries 
were closer, more amicable and gave 
promise of broader and better aFsociation. 


WHEREAS: Since a change of adminis- 
tration ban been the cause of a suspension 
of those peaceful and profitable relations 
the people of this locality with the coun- 
try at large have suffered financially mid 
to the harm of agricultural and manufac- 
turing pursuits. 


RESOLVED: 
That it is the opinion of 


the North Adams board of trade that Con- 
gress should take immediate action look- 
ing toward the resumption of reciprocity 
with all nations where mutual advantage 
will result most beneficially to the welfare 
of the people.

Lord 
Salisbury said in his speech May IS, 1802, 
"An important point is that while JJa" 
lions iite negotiating to obtain each others 
commercial fiivor none are anxious about 
the favor of Great Britain because Great 
Britain tins stripped herself of the armor 
and weapons with which the battle is to 
be fought. Or as Mr. Clarke says a nation 
which has free trade has no bargaining 
power."

ations, conditions, and interests of each j 
country, and with a view to promote their | 
common welfare." The conference bo- ] 
lieved that while profit would come to all 
the countries if reciprocity treaties should ! 
be adopted, the United States would be by 
far the greatest gainer. 


The increased exports would be driwn 


alike from our farms, our factories, and 
our forests. None of the Latin-American 
countries produce building lumber, the 
most of them are dependent upon foreign 
markets for their breadstuffs and provis- 
ions, and in few is there any opportunity 
or inclination for mechanical industry.

treaties, it was suggested by Elaine that a 
practicable and prompt ruode of testing 
the question waste submit an amendment 
to the then pending tariff bill authoiiziug 
the president to declare the ports of the 
United States liee to all the products of 
any nation of the American hemisphere 
upon which no export duties are imposed 
whenever and so long as such nation shall 
admit to its ports free of all national, 
provincial (state,) municipal, and other 
taxes, our flour, corn meal, and other 
brendstufls, preserved meats, fish, vege- 
tables, and fruits, cottonseed oil, rice, and 


I other provisions, including all articles of 


food, lumber, furniture, and other articles 
of wood, agricultural Implements and ma- 
chinery, mining and mechanical machin- 
ery, structural steel and iron, steel rails, 
locomotives, railway cars and supplies, 
street cars, and refined petroleum. 


The Amendment to Ibe TnriU'Iiill. 
Congress accepted the suggestion of the 


Secretary of State, and an amemdment 
was attached to the then pending tariff 
bill, which was not so broad in its scope as 
his proposition, but provided that with a 
view to secure reciprocal trade with 
countries producing the following articles, 
and for this purpose, on and after the 1st. 
day of January, 18S2, however and so often 
as the president shall be satisfied that the 
Government of any country producing 
and exporting sugar, molasses, coffee, tea 
and hides, raw and uncured, or of any 
such articles, imposing duties or other 
exactions upon the agricultural or other 
products of the United States, which in 
view of free introduction of such sugar, 
molasses, coftee. tea, and hides into the 
United States, he may deem to be recip- 
rocally unequal and unreasonable, he 
shall have the power and it shall be his 
duty to suspend by proclamation to that 
effect, the provisions of this act relating 
to the free introduction of sugar, molasses 
coffee, tea, and hides, the production of 
such country for such time as he shall 
deem just ,and in such case and during 
such suspension, duties, shall be levied, 
collected, and paid upon sugar, molasses, 
coffee, tea, and hides, the product of or 
exported from such designated country, as 
follows, namely; then followed the sched- 
ule of duties.

North Adams Economy. 


[From the Berkshire Sunday Record.] 


The North Adams school board asks 


the infant city to appropriate only $51,000 
for the public schools for the coming 
year. The principal accounts for which 
the money is asked are: Teacher's salar- 
ies, §39,000; school expenses, f10,000; 
ordinary school repairs, $3000 J evening 
schools, $1300. The board contemplates 
asking i'or an appropriation for placing 
new windows in one of the stories of the 
academy aud for some other extraordi- 
nary purposes. What modesty the North 
Adams school board has compared with, 
the committee here in Pittsfleld. 
The 


board asks for $73,000. Is it possible that 
North Adams which is getting to be 
about as large as Pittsfleld can get on 
with $19,000 less for school expenses than 
we can. 
The Pittsfleld schools may be 


much better than those of the Tunnel 
city. The news has not reached here 
that the North Adams schools were very 
much behind ours. 
They have good 


teachers up there and pay them good 
salaries. It hardly seems as if there 
should be a difference in the appropria- 
tion for schools in the two Berkshire 
cities of $19,000. Either North Adams is 
pretty penurious in its school matters or 
PlttsBeld is pretty generous.

raufr a peun in favor of liberty, in- 
spired by the applause." Counsellor 
W. M. Ivins was equally enthusiastic, 
though not so poetic, over the result, 
and the On nans, who have watched the 
trial from tho spectators benches for 
the pa-;t week, made the corridors and 
elevators of the federal building ring 
with their .T.bilation

was lawful for ([persons to take arms 
and ammunition to a country in a state 
of war, pe-'sons engaged in such opera- 
tions werf liable to capture or sinking 
by the enemy, and hence were entitled 
to secrecy in their work to prevent 
surprise.

Bermuda »t Philadelphia, 


Philadelphia, April 11.—The alleged 


filibustering steamship Bermuda ar- 
rived here last night from Puerto Cor- 
tez, Honduras, with a cargo of bananas. 
Whatever the exciting experiences of 
the Bermuda may have been in effect- 
ing a landing under the search lights 
of the Spanish men-of-war, of the men 
aud arms she took to Cuba and her de- 
tention in Honduras, those aboard are 
not ready to relate. All hands have 
been enjoined to absolute secrecy. The 
Bermuda is anchored in the stream and 
no newspaper man is allowed to board 
her. Neither the pilot nor the cus- 
tom house officers heard any incidents 
of tho voyage while aboard the vessel 
or at least they stated they did not. 
As far as can be learned hera there are 
no warrants of arrest out for the offi- 
cers of tho Bermuda.

1 owns Burned by Insurgents. 


Havana, .April 11.—Insurgents at- 


tacked the town of Guira de Melena, 
province of Havana, in considerable 
numbers Thursday night. They de- 
ceived the garrison with cries of **Viva 
Espana," and bugle calls employed by 
the Spanish troops. Later, however, 
they were repulsed. The insurgents 
burned the Victoria estates near the 
town. They are believed to belong to 
the party of Nunez. The alcalde of 
Guira reports that the rebels are mov- 
ing west towards Alquizar. Another 
party of rebels burned the town of San 
Matias, situated near the coast east of 
Havana. There are said to be three 


thousand rebels in the Ticinity of San 
Miguel, between Havana and Matan- 
zas. The leader of this force is not 
knowu. Guayabal, near the western 
line of the province of Havana, has 
been burned by the Insurgents. Thirty- 
four volunteers, while foraging near 
Camajuani, were attacked by a small 
detacnment of insurgents, who used 
machetes. A lieutenant and ten vol- 
untei rs were killed and a lieutenant 
was wounded.

NINE FISHERMEN DROWNED. 


Their Small Boat Capsized and They 


Perished Near the Shore. 


Cape Henry, Va., April 11.—Captain 


John Faunce and his son Percy of 
Washington, D. C., were drowned yes- 
terday with their crew of^seven colored 
men. Captain Faunee was renewing 
his sturgeon nets, which are located on 
the coast just below Virginia Beach, 
Va. The ocean swell has been verj' 
heavy for the past two days, due to 
easterly weather off shore and yester- 
day afternoon when Captain Faunce 
was making a trip to the fishing 
grounds, nhich are about a half mile 
off 
shore, several unusually heavy 


breakers came suddenly upon the frail 
craft. 
The first and second breakers 


were passed all right, but the next, 
which was unexpected and unusually 
heavy, struck the little craft and cap- 
sized it, drowning all hands. 
Captain 


Faunce's son Frank saw his father and 
brother Percy clinging to the bottom 
of their boat and ran to Seatack life 
saving station for help,{but before that 
crew could reach the unfortunate men, 
all had disappeared and no assistance 
could be rendered. None of the bodies 
have been recovered.

ing the Present Week.

New York, April 11.—Dun's review 


of the state of trade for the week just 
closing to-day says: The volume of 
business has not on the whole in- 
creased, nor have prices appreciably 
advanced since April 1, when 
the 


range for all commodities was the 
lowest ever known in this country. 
Bread-otuffs and iron products have 
risen slightly, but some other articles 
have declined, and the root of the mat- 
ter is that demand for consumption is 
still below expectations. The number 
of hands employed has been slightly 
lessened by strikes in some establish* 
ments, and by stoppage or. reduction of 
force in- others, but the change during 
the past week has not been Relatively 
Important. 
The weather has' not 


favored active distribution of spring 
goods, and uncertainty as to continued 
employment effects the purchases of 
hands in a large number of establish- 
ments. On the other hand, exports of 
Si,300,000 gold to Germany for Russia 
and the passage of the Cuban resolu- 
tions are not now regarded as seri- 
ously influencing business. 


KaHroad Statistics, 


Stocks have been extremely dull, 


and yet, railroad traffic is heavy, east 
bqjiud from Chicago 82,694 tons last 
week, against 60,014 last year, and 
70,373 in 1893, while west bound is sat- 
isfactory and in the lower classes in- 
creasing. 
Repo-ts of earnings have 


not improved, the March statement, 
covering practically all the roads usu- 
ally reporting, shows increase of 4.2 per 
cent, over last year, but decrease of 11.3 
compared with 1893, and is less satis- 
factory than returns of January and 
February. 
Domestic 
business, re- 


flected by clearing house exchanges, 
continues about 20 per cent, smaller 
than in 1893, though slightly better 
than last year, the occurrence of Good 
Friday preventing exact comparison. 
Foreign trade shows a decrease of 
nearly 10 per cent, for the week in ex- 
ports, though as much increase in 
March, while imports gain nearly 20 
per cent., though in March the de- 
crease was 14 per cent.

Boots and Shoes; Cotton, and Wool. 
Prices of boots and shoes do not 


change, although leather is lower. 
Southern dealers have bought freely 
but western have not, and there are 
still wanting] for most varieties orders 
enough to keep shops fully occupied. 
Shipments from the east are now 
larger, in response to orders some time 
ago. Leather has been reduced 1 cent 
for hemlock sole and union and glove 
grain, with other quotations revised, 
so that the decline averages about 4 
per cent, for the week. Hides are a 
little stronger at Chicago, recipts being 
small. Wool is weaker with sales for 
the week only 2,232,600 pounds at the 
three chief markets, the smallest for 
many years. Prices tend lower except 
for fine washed fleece, and manufac- 
turers are rapidly reducing production. 
There is fair demand in the dress goods 
branch, especially since important 
steps by customs authorities to stop 
undervaluations of French and Ger- 
man goods, but it is estimated that not 
40 par cent. of the men's wear machin- 
ery is at work. Thcro have also been 
cotton mills stopping or reducing tima 
this week. Further reduction in shirt- 
ing prints, to the lowest point ever 
touched, failed to increase the demard 
materially.

manufacture and trade, in addition t» 
the regular statement given last week, 
will be found highly instructive. Tho 
heaviest liabilities in any branch were 
In dry goods, but because of one Texal 
failure, .other dry goods failures fall- 
ing beuiud those in the lumber manu- 
facture, in general stores, groceries, 
boots and shoes and clothing, which 
follow in that order.

tations as athletes and carried off a 
goodly share of the honors. An im- 
mense crowd was present.

Arthur Blake of the Boston Athletic 
association. He was not able to run 
the twenty-six miles and fell out.

Both he and , 
Blake dropped out exhausted when i 
they had covered half the distance. | 
When the winner crossed the finishing 
line the spectators rose to their feet 
and for a time every sound was si- 
lenced by the great roar of praise that 
ascended. 
Prince Constantino, the 


heir apparent to the throne, was, with 
other members of tlie royal household, 
in the box set apart for the use of the 
king and his family. 
He left his seat, 


and, walking to the winner, shook 
him licartily by the hand. The en- 
thusiasm was resumed when Vasilakos, 
another Greek, came in second, and 
Belokas, also a Greek, came in third.
